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2000  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

One  of  Danbury's  major  strengths  continues  to  be  its  people. 

This  year  we  have  chosen  to  dedicate  our  Town  Report  to  our  former 
Road  Agent,  Ricky  Moran,  for  his  hard  work  and  dedication. 

The  members  of  the  planning  board  must  be  recognized  for  their 
months  of  hard  work,  resulting  in  the  adoption  of  the  Floodplain  Devel- 
opment and  Telecommunications  Ordinances  at  the  special  town  meet- 
ing on  September  20,  2000.  This  board's  Transportation  Improvement 
Application  for  improvements  to  the  town  common,  intersection  of  Routes 
4  and  104,  North  Road  and  High  Street,  and  the  creation  of  a  sidewalk 
pathway  to  the  Danbury  Elementary  School  received  high  marks  from 
the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission's  review  committee.  This  is  a 
first  step  toward  funding  these  activities  through  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Transportation. 

Justin  Welles  of  our  highway  department  placed  first  in  the  Munici- 
pal Backhoe  Championship,  Canaan  Division,  on  September  21st.  This 
competition  was  held  by  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  in 
various  regions  throughout  the  state.  Tom  Austin,  our  Deputy  Fire  Chief, 
received  Firefighter  of  the  Year  Award  given  by  the  Lakes  Region  Busi- 
ness Women's  Association  on  November  15,  2000. 

We  are  also  grateful  to  the  group  of  volunteers  that  assisted  Town 
Clerk,  Sylvia  Hill,  with  the  records  preservation  project. 

If  you  have  traveled  along  the  North  Road  near  Riverdale  Cemetery 
in  the  past  year,  you  would  have  noticed  the  magnificent  stone  wall 
constructed  there  by  Noel  and  Andy  Phelps.  It  certainly  adds  to  the 
beauty  of  the  cemetery  and  to  the  greater  Town  Square. 

There  has  been  a  dynamic  increase  in  the  use  of  our  community 
center,  thanks  in  large  measure  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  Debbie  Phelps 
and  Kathy  Colby. 

We  wish  also  to  recognize  the  members  of  the  Andover  Lions  Club 
for  their  very  generous  gift  of  the  "Jaws  of  Life"  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Public  recognition  cannot  be  complete  without  mentioning  the  125th 
birthday  of  the  Blazing  Star  Grange  #71.  This  organization  has  a  rich 
history  of  dedicated  service  to  our  community.  The  selectmen  are  sin- 
cerely grateful  for  receiving  the  Grange's  "Citizen  of  the  Year"  award  on 
December  16,  2000.  Please  take  a  moment  when  visiting  the  town  of- 
fices to  look  at  the  award  plaque  hanging  in  the  hallway. 

Many  of  you  took  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  Independence  Day 
open  house  at  the  new  highway  garage.  Refreshments  were  served  and 
people  also  had  a  chance  to  see  our  new  fire  truck  and  fast  squad  ve- 
hicles. There  will  be  a  dedication  of  the  highway  garage  this  summer 
once  a  sign  honoring  Ricky  Moran  is  made. 

At  the  last  town  meeting,  townspeople  voted  to  put  $10,000  aside 
in  a  property  assessment  capital  reserve  fund.  This  year,  you  will  be 
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asked  to  approve  an  appropriation  to  fully  fund  a  town-wide  property 
assessment.  Earls  &  Associates  of  Concord  has  been  awarded  the  con- 
tract to  begin  work  this  spring  subject  to  your  approval  on  March  15th. 
This  company  has  four  fully-certified  assessors  formerly  employed  by 
the  NH  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.  It  is  anticipated  that 
this  activity  will  be  completed  prior  to  mailing  second  half  tax  bills. 

Finally,  this  Board  and  the  Danbury  Budget  Committee  are  work- 
ing hard  to  minimize  the  impact  of  year  2001  budgets  on  taxpayers.  How- 
ever, as  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  Merrimack  County's'  proposed 
budget  includes  a  22%  increase  over  last  year,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  school  budget  for  the  coming  year  will  include  a  16.7%  increase. 
This  will  result  in  a  $2.02  per  thousand-dollar  increase  on  your  tax  bill 
for  schools.  Additional  monies  may  be  needed  once  a  teacher  contract  is 
ratified. 

Thank  you  all  for  your  hard  work  and  we  look  forward  to  working 
with  you  throughout  this  year  as  well.

In  summary,  Article  2,  the  budget,  generated  over  two  hours  dis- 
cussion followed  by  lively  discussions  on  several  articles.  Of  particular 
concern  was  the  large  increase  in  the  budget  just  after  the  reduction  for 
school  funding;  and,  to  many,  was  the  fact  that  articles  were  placed  on 
the  warrant  by  the  Selectmen  regarding  zoning  after  it  has  been  turned 
down  by  voters  for  the  past  two  years.  The  imminent  growth  of  Dan- 
bury  is  of  concern  to  the  Selectmen,  and  they  wished  to  have  the  voters 
aware  of  the  potential  effects  of  both  the  recently  proposed  communica- 
tions towers  and  the  probable  reopening  of  the  power  plant  in  Alexan- 
dria, to  see  if  the  town  wished  to  take  any  action. 

The  overall  budget  passed  was  $627,028  plus  Warrant  Articles  of 
$  171,250  for  a  total  of  $798,278  for  the  year  2000  compared  to  an  overall 
appropriation  of  $599,432  for  1999.

The  year  2000  saw  an  increase  of  7%  in  revenues,  5.5%  in  the  num- 
ber of  cars  registered,  but  19%  titles!  Remember  that  any  vehicles  from 
1989  forward  are  required  to  be  titled— implementation  of  the  change 
from  10  to  15  years  is  still  in  progress.  A  new  motor  vehicle  law  effective 
January  1,  2001  also  requires  that  any  vehicles  that  do  not  need  to  be 
titled  (1988  or  older)  must  have  a  bill  of  sale  plus  one  of  three  docu- 
ments: a  previously  issued  NH  registration  not  more  than  30  days  old;  a 
valid  Out  of  State  Title  (a  NH  Title  requires  additional  documentation); 
or  a  Verification  of  VIN  form  which  an  inspection  station,  car  dealer  or 
police  officer  may  complete  for  you  after  viewing  the  vehicle  and  num- 
ber here  in  NH.  Just  a  reminder— you  may  RENEW  vehicles  by  mail. 
Just  call  for  the  amounts  due  and  send  with  your  checks  and  a  self- 
addressed  stamped  envelope.  Transfers,  titles  and  the  like  still  require  a 
visit  to  the  Town  Hall.  Any  plate  changes  such  as  vanity  plates,  moose 
plates  or  swapping  numbers  may  now  be  done  only  at  renewal  time.  The 
new  Conservation  and  Heritage  "moose  plates"  are  now  available  for  an 
additional  contribution  in  addition  to  your  regular  registration  fees.

The  new  "dump  stickers"  are  in  and 
will  be  replaced  at  a  cost  of  $  1.00  per  sticker  as  you  renew  your  vehicles. 

The  number  of  dogs  in  town  continues  to  grow.  Remember  they  are 
due  by  April  30th  and  the  law  provides  for  a  $25.00  forfeit  if  not  li- 
censed by  June  1st!  The  vets  are  required  by  law  to  provide  the  rabies 
information  to  the  town  clerk,  so  don't  delay  just  because  you've  mis- 
laid the  rabies  slip.  Lost  license  tags  may  be  replaced  for  $1. 
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The  Records  Project  is  under  way  and  I  want  to  express  a  very  big 
Thank  You  to  all  the  volunteers  that  have  helped  thus  far— Louise 
Huntoon  (who  also  donated  Town  Reports  for  1963,  1964  and  1966  so 
we  now  have  a  complete  set),  Sandra  Puhlhorn,  Mary  Brownell,  Linda 
Sargent,  Ray  Bill,  Ed  Roche,  Gene  Danforth,  Phyllis  Taylor,  Gertie  Smart 
and  others  who  have  helped  in  any  way.

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2000  REPORT  OF  THE 
DANBURY  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Danbury  Planning  Board  thanks  everyone  who  has  attended 
our  meetings  and  hearings,  and  shared  ideas  with  us.  All  of  our  activities 
are  open  to  the  public;  agendas  are  posted  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Post 
Office,  and  the  stores.  The  Planning  Board  met  30  times  in  2000.  It  par- 
ticipated in  three  "preliminary  conceptual  consultations"  with  property 
owners;  it  approved  one  request  for  a  lot  line  adjustment,  and  helped  to 
resolve  a  long-standing  boundary  dispute.  The  annual  capital  improve- 
ments program  (CIP)  hearings  for  the  2000  annual  budget  were  held  in 
1999,  so  no  additional  hearings  took  place  in  2000.  At  Town  Meeting  in 
March  the  proposed  Airport  Zoning  Ordinance  did  not  pass;  but  the 
voters  approved  the  board's  requests  to  create  a  capital  reserve  fund  for 
conservation  and  preservation  projects.  Voters  also  approved  purchase 
of  a  Municipal  Geographic  Information  System  (GIS),  a  computer-based 
program  for  use  of  the  town  maps  and  full  access  to  the  statewide  geo- 
graphic map  and  database  housed  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

At  the  March  Town  Meeting,  voters  authorized  the  Planning  Board 
to  study  the  town's  telecommunications  and  land  use  requirements,  in 
order  to  propose  ordinances  to  be  voted  on  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 
In  addition,  based  on  those  studies  and  on  a  presentation  to  the  Select- 
men by  the  NH  Office  of  Emergency  Management  and  the  NH  Office  of 
State  Planning,  the  board  also  prepared  a  flood  protection  ordinance. 
The  Planning  Board  met  almost  weekly  from  March  to  mid-September 
for  public  working  sessions  on  the  ordinances,  and  held  public  hearings 
in  June,  July,  and  August.  At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  on  September 
26,  2000,  the  telecommunications  ordinance  was  approved  153-125  and 
the  floodplain  development  ordinance  was  approved  141-136;  but  the 
land  use  and  zoning  ordinance  failed  to  pass,  by  a  vote  of  121-158. 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  (LRPC),  the  NH  Munici- 
pal Association,  the  NH  Office  of  State  Planning,  and  many  other  state 
agencies  and  organizations  provided  technical  advice  throughout  the  year. 
The  NH  Coalition  for  Sustaining  Agriculture  presented  Danbury  with  a 
resource  kit,  Preserving  Rural  Character  through  Agriculture;  if  you  would 
like  to  borrow  the  kit,  leave  a  note  in  the  Planning  Board  mail  bin  at 
Town  Hall. 

Phyllis  J.  Taylor  again  served  as  a  Commissioner  of  the  Lakes  Re- 
gion Planning  Commission.  Phyllis  was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  LRPC, 
and  continued  to  serve  on  the  LRPC  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
Commission's  Transportation  Advisory  Committee  (TAC).  Secretary  Albert 
Hopkins,  Jr.  retired  from  the  board  at  the  end  of  his  term,  after  many 
years  of  dedicated  and  much-appreciated  service.  Alternate  Steve 
Whitman  and  Donald  Buebendorf,  M.D.  were  elected  as  new  board 
members.  Dale  Cook  continued  as  an  alternate  member;  alternate  Eddie 
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Luke  Phelps  resigned;  and  Attorney  John  Taylor  became  a  new  alter- 
nate. Mary  Evans  was  hired  to  serve  as  Clerk.  In  addition,  Mary  and 
Secretary  Debbie  Phelps  donated  many  hours  of  volunteer  civic  service 
to  fulfill  the  board's  responsibilities;  and  Christie  Phelps  in  the 
Selectmen's  Office  and  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  Sylvia  Hill  were,  as 
always,  highly  professional  sources  of  cheerful  support,  thoughtful  per- 
spectives, and  excellent  assistance.  Town  Counsel  Bill  Egge  provided  le- 
gal guidance. 

Planning  Board  members  attended  and  offered  testimony  at  public 
hearings  on  the  proposed  reactivation  of  the  Alexandria  power  plant, 
and  on  NH  Department  of  Transportation  plans  for  Route  104  highway 
improvements  and  replacement  of  the  Smith  River  Bridge  on  Murray 
Hill  Road.  We  continue  to  have  serious  concerns  about  the  impact  of  the 
power  plant  (which,  it  appears,  will  burn  some  wood  chips  and  by-prod- 
ucts, but  mostly  construction  waste  trucked  in  from  other  places)  on 
Danbury's  air  and  water  quality  and  traffic  congestion,  and— because 
Danbury  is  downwind  of  the  smokestack  emissions  plume— the  health 
of  our  townspeople.  Since  the  plant  is  in  another  town,  and  our  town  has 
no  land  use  and  zoning  ordinance  to  guide  growth  and  prevent  pollu- 
tion, Danbury  lacks  the  ability  to  defend  the  town  from  inappropriate 
development  associated  with  the  power  plant,  other  industrial  develop- 
ment near  the  site,  and  related  transportation  impacts  in  and  through 
Danbury. 

As  noted  in  previous  Planning  Board  reports,  according  to  the  Mas- 
ter Plan,  if  the  developable  land  in  Danbury  were  built  out,  allowing 
two  acres  per  housing  unit,  there  could  be  over  5,000  more  houses,  and 
almost  10,000  more  people  for  the  town  to  accommodate.  Rural  Dan- 
bury would  be  transformed  into  a  city!  Because  residential  development 
pays  less  in  taxes  than  it  costs  in  services  and  school  expenses,  taxes 
would  go  up,  not  down,  as  studies  throughout  New  Hampshire  demon- 
strate. Even  commercial  and  industrial  development,  which  at  first  seem 
to  have  a  lesser  impact  on  the  tax  base  and  municipal  services,  tend  to 
draw  more  workers  to  live  in  town  over  time,  thus  reducing  any  long- 
term  tax  benefits.  In  contrast,  open  space  and  working  lands  require 
fewer  services,  save  taxes,  and  literally  grow  the  state's  economy.  Both 
research  and  experience  demonstrate  that  a  local  economy  and  land  use 
system  based  on  forestry,  farming,  and  recreation— which  Danbury  still 
enjoys— provide  a  rewarding  quality  of  life  for  residents  and  visitors, 
and  minimizes  the  need  for  the  kinds  of  expensive  municipal  services 
that  are  necessary  in  more  developed  communities.

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PEMI-BAKER  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 

The  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District  committee  met  seven  times 
during  the  2000  calendar  year.  In  2000,  the  District  continued  its  sup- 
port of  proper  household  hazardous  waste  management  by  coordinating 
the  District's  one-day  collection  in  September  and  the  year-round  collec- 
tion of  paint  and  fluorescent  light  bulbs.  The  District  also  negotiated  a 
new  five-year  extension  for  waste  disposal  with  North  County  Environ- 
mental Services  (NCES)  of  Bethlehem  effective  May  1,  2001. 

The  one-day  household  hazardous  waste  collection  saw  the  District 
collect  and  dispose  of  over  3000  gallons  of  hazardous  material  and  ser- 
vice approximately  165  households  in  the  region.  District  towns  also 
recycled  over  2000  gallons  of  paint  and  5000  feet  of  fluorescent  light 
bulbs  that  were  collected  at  transfer  stations  throughout  the  year.  The 
District  received  a  grant  from  NHDES  totaling  $4,161.50  to  help  offset 
part  of  the  costs  of  these  programs.  The  District  will  once  again  sponsor 
and  coordinate  these  programs  in  2001. 

2000  also  saw  the  District  negotiate  a  new  five-year  extension  with 
NCES,  allowing  District  towns  to  dispose  of  municipal  solid  waste  (MSW) 
and  construction  and  demolition  debris  (C&D)  at  the  NCES  landfill  in 
Bethlehem,  New  Hampshire.  The  new  contract  price  is  one  of  the  best, 
if  not  the  best,  in  New  Hampshire  and  gives  all  member  municipalities 
access  to  an  affordable  disposal  option.  The  extension  runs  through  April 
30,  2006. 

In  2001  the  District  will  continue  to  promote  its  cooperative  ap- 
proach to  solid  waste  management.  By  working  together,  District  com- 
munities can  minimize  the  costs  of  such  things  as  solid  waste  disposal, 
transportation,  recycling  and  hazardous  waste  management.  Citizens 
interested  in  participating  in  the  development  of  the  District's  programs 
are  welcome  to  attend  the  District  meetings.  Information  regarding  the 
place  and  time  of  the  meetings  is  available  at  all  municipal  offices. 
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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

There  are  2,200  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  War- 
dens throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  sev- 
eral Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  sup- 
pression, prevention  and  law  enforcement.  The  number  of  fires  reported 
during  the  2000  fire  season  was  below  average  as  referenced  in  the  statis- 
tics below.  Despite  this,  our  network  of  fire  towers  and  detection  patrols 
were  still  quite  busy  with  the  first  towers  being  first  to  report  over  135 
fires.  These  fires  were  quickly  and  accurately  reported  to  the  local  fire 
department  for  their  prompt  and  effective  suppression  efforts.  Wildland 
fires  occurring  in  areas  where  homes  are  situated  in  the  woodlands  are  a 
serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can 
help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around 
them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are  property  identified  with  street  num- 
bers. Please  contact  the  Forest  Protection  Bureau  to  request  a  brochure  to 
assist  you  in  assessing  fire  safety  around  your  home  and  woodlands. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered 
with  snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-1:17, 
the  fire  permit  law  and  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a 
year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  NH  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  Forest  Rangers  have  inves- 
tigated numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber  harvest 
and  forest  fire  laws,  and  have  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  com- 
pliance. If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest 
laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217,  or  for  general  information  visit 
our  website  at  www.dred.state.nh.us. 

The  State  of  NH  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  con- 
tract aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  system  and  reports  from  citizens 
aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  These  factors  are 
critical  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping  the  loss  of  prop- 
erty and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.  Due  to  permitting  and  fire 
safety  concerns,  please  contact  your  local  fire  department  BEFORE  using 
portable  outdoor  fire  places  and  vessels,  including  those  constructed  of 
clay,  concrete  or  wire  mesh. 

Please  contact  your  local  fire  department  before  doing  ANY  out- 
side burning.

An  entertaining  program  in- 
cluded a  slide  show  showing  scenes  from  the  entire  125  years.  It  was 
elaborated  with  skits,  music  and  many  historical  notes. 

A  ham  and  home-baked  bean  supper  was  followed  by  a  traditional 
barn  dance  played  and  called  by  Two  Fiddles  and  The  Bradleys.  A  raffle 
was  drawn  with  winner's  choice  of  $125  or  125  gallons  of  home  heating 
oil.  Second  prize  was  a  goodie  basket  with  125  items  and  third  prize  was 
125  New  Hampshire  state  quarters.  All  events  were  free,  except  for  the 
raffle  tickets,  as  the  Grange's  gift  to  the  community. 

The  Grange  presented  a  plaque  to  the  Town  of  Danbury,  which  was 
accepted  by  Selectmen  Steve  Gordon  and  Duke  Reed.

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UNH  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 

Merrimack  County  residents  benefit  from  a  wide  range  of  Extension 
offerings,  which  include  4-H  and  youth  development  programs,  monitor- 
ing water  quality  in  our  lakes  and  rivers,  reducing  the  use  of  pesticides, 
land  use  management,  food  safety,  forest  stewardship,  parenting  programs, 
family  finances,  meeting  the  needs  of  low  income  families,  strengthening 
our  communities  and  developing  a  strong  volunteer  base  while  providing 
a  wide  range  of  information  to  citizens.  This  year,  Extension  expanded  its 
public  outreach  with  a  toll-free  Family,  Home  &  Garden  Info  Line,  staffed 
Monday  through  Friday,  9  a.m.  to  2  p.m.  (1-877-398-4769). 

Extension  staff  provides  education  to  forest  landowners,  food  pro- 
ducers and  plant  growers  that  helps  keep  their  enterprises  profitable, 
thus  preserving  their  land  as  open  space.  Many  studies  show  that  open 
space  helps  keep  property  taxes  low,  as  it  places  few  demands  on  tax- 
payers for  services. 

A  major  statewide  Extension  initiative,  Strengthening  New  Hamp- 
shire Communities  has  impacted  Merrimack  County.  Extension  staff  have 
worked  with  the  communities  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Several  Merrimack 
County  towns  have  participated  in  Extension's  exciting  Community  Pro- 
file process.  A  Community  Profile  is  a  tool  to  help  community  members 
create  a  vision  about  what  they  want  their  community  to  be  like  and 
then  forms  action  groups  to  reach  those  goals.  In  addition  Cooperative 
Extension  provides  publication  notebooks  for  all  town  libraries.  The 
Extension  currently  participates  in  a  monthly  radio  program  on  WKXL 
providing  information  to  the  communities  throughout  the  County.  Ex- 
tension information  can  also  be  obtained  from  the  Web  at  ceinfo.unh.edu. 
Follow-up  support  is  available  from  UNH  Cooperative  Extension  staff. 

Other  community  efforts  include  after  school  programs,  teen  as- 
sessment projects,  wellness  teams,  town  office  visits,  the  Master  Gar- 
dener program,  working  with  town  officials  to  make  sure  local  ordi- 
nances are  "agriculture-friendly"  and  assisting  school  with  maintenance 
of  athletic  fields  and  landscaped  areas. 

The  staff  in  Merrimack  County  includes  nine  Extension  educators, 
two  state  specialists  and  three  support  staff.  Educators  reach  approxi- 
mately one  of  every  four  families  in  the  county.

The  staff  of  the  BCC  wishes  everyone  a  Happy  &  Healthy  New 
Year.  This  has  been  an  exciting  year  at  the  BCC  with  the  culmination  of 
the  Archery  Range  Wall  Project  that  has  waited  many  years  to  get  done. 
We  received  a  grant  from  Franklin  Savings  Bank  for  $7,500  towards  this 
$17,500  project.  JP  Morrison  Construction  did  the  work  and  was  able  to 
tear  out  the  wall  between  the  property,  coat  the  foundation,  put  in  drain- 
age from  the  back  of  the  building  to  the  street  and  rebuild  the  wall,  all 
within  a  few  days!  This  has  made  a  tremendous  difference.  We  would 
like  to  thank  Franklin  Savings  Bank  and  JP  Morrison  Construction  for 
making  this  project  become  a  reality. 

The  Bristol  Recreation  Advisory  Council  is  proud  to  announce  a 
name  change  for  the  year  2001.  The  Council  voted  to  change  the  name 
of  the  Bristol  Community  Center  to  the  Tapply  Thompson  Community 
Center.  This  is  to  honor  the  two  men  who  made  the  Center  a  reality. 
Reverend  A.  Brownlow  Thompson  came  to  Bristol  in  the  mid-twenties 
as  the  minister  for  the  Methodist  Church.  It  was  the  dream  of  Reverend 
Thompson  to  have  a  central  meeting  place  for  all  youth  willing  to  par- 
ticipate in  organized  and  creative  areas  of  responsible  activity.  Rev. 
Thompson  left  the  area  for  a  number  of  years  and  during  this  time  the 
Methodist  and  Congregational  Churches  united  and  formed  the  present 
Federated  Church.  The  Methodist  Church  Building  (BCC)  was  retained 
and  used  for  church/school  activities.  When  A.B.  returned  in  1942  he 
began  to  increase  the  use  of  the  building  for  youth  directed  programs. 
Pews  were  often  moved  aside  on  weekdays  to  allow  for  archery  and 
other  programs.  In  October  of  1946,  the  Federated  Church  Committee 
voted  to  underwrite  the  expense  of  hiring  a  full-time,  paid  director  and 
whatever  other  expenses  were  necessary.  Fortunately  for  everyone,  they 
were  able  to  secure  the  service  of  Richard  "Wink"  Tapply  as  the  first 
director. 

"Wink"  had  been  a  member  of  Rev.  Thompson's  Boys  Club  and  eas- 
ily assumed  the  role  of  apprentice  under  him.  Their  philosophy  from  the 
beginning  was,  "If  one  adult  life  is  influenced  for  the  good,  it  is  money 
well  spent."  In  his  new  position  "Wink"  spent  seven  days  a  week  getting 
the  program  on  its  feet  and  building  public  support  for  the  concept.  Sur- 
vival meant  continually  proving  that  organized  activities  were  meaningful 
to  the  youth  and  helping  to  contribute  to  their  future  as  citizens  in  the 
communities  they  would  live  in.  The  Community  Center  was  extremely 
luck  to  have  a  man  like  "Wink"  at  the  helm  during  those  formative  years. 
His  name  is  known  far  and  wide  in  recreation  circles  to  this  day  as  a 
father  of  recreation  in  New  Hampshire.  (Info  taken  from  the  History  of  the 
Bristol  Community  Center  by  Charles  E.  Greenwood— copies  available  at 
the  BCC).  A  dedication  ceremony  will  be  held  in  the  spring. 
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We  want  to  thank  the  Newfound  Area  School  District  for  their  con- 
tinued support  of  the  BCC  and  its  programs.  We  hold  many  of  our  pro- 
grams and  practices  at  the  local  schools  to  accommodate  our  growing 
numbers.  We  are  grateful  for  their  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
Recreation  in  the  Newfound  Area. 

In  closing,  the  BCC  wishes  to  thank  the  many  Danbury  volunteers 
who  have  donated  their  time  and  energies  by  working  in  our  sports 
leagues,  helping  with  a  Haunted  House,  Santa's  Village  and  our  numer- 
ous other  fund-raising  and  youth  activities.  Thank  you  all!  We  couldn't 
do  it  without  you.

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KEARSARGE  AREA  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

Kearsarge  Area  Council  on  Aging  (KCOA)  is  a  nonprofit  organiza- 
tion which  was  founded  eight  years  ago  with  the  mission  of  providing 
services  and  programs  for  area  citizens  over  the  age  of  55  (and  adults 
under  55  who  through  disability  may  need  assistance)  which  enhance 
the  quality  of  their  lives.  Our  service  area  includes  the  towns  of  And- 
over,  Danbury,  Grantham,  Newbury,  New  London,  Springfield,  Sunap- 
ee,  Sutton  and  Wilmot. 

This  has  been  an  eventful  year  for  KCOA.  We  have  worked,  under 
a  mandate  from  the  State,  which  would  like  to  keep  elders  out  of  expen- 
sive nursing  homes,  to  become  a  satellite  ServiceLink  to  the  main  cen- 
ters established  in  two  counties,  Merrimack  and  Sullivan.  Where  other 
senior  centers  are  just  beginning  to  organize,  we  are  already  providing 
almost  all  of  the  services  mandated  by  the  state.  Our  transportation  pro- 
gram, which  boasts  over  125  volunteer  drivers  and  logged  22,000  miles 
in  2000,  is  a  model  for  other  senior  centers  in  the  state.  Other  services, 
such  as  Telephone  Reassurance,  Friendly  Visitor,  Mr.  Fixit,  along  with 
our  position  as  a  provider  of  Resource  and  Information,  are  well  devel- 
oped and  filling  an  ever-increasing  need.  We  are  presently  working  on 
developing  another  service,  providing  legal  advice  to  seniors  on  a  pro 
bono  basis.  2000  has  also  been  the  year  for  strategic  planning.  A  com- 
mittee of  directors  and  members  has  been  meeting  monthly  to  finalize  a 
KCOA  Strategic  Plan  which  will  be  formalized  early  in  2001. 

Social  programs  are  a  necessity  for  everyone,  but  particularly  for 
older  people.  Some  of  those  offered  at  the  KCOA  Center  on  Main  Street 
in  New  London  are  bridge  (contract,  duplicate  and  bridge  for  begin- 
ners), photography,  quilting,  painting,  "In  Stitches,"  greeting  card  mak- 
ing, Scrabble  and  Dominoes,  chair  exercises  and  tai  chi.  Our  computer 
instruction  classes  are  ever-popular,  and  our  six  computers  are  now 
equipped  for  e-mail.  They  are  available  for  member  use  outside  of  regu- 
lar instruction  time.  Such  programs  along  with  the  monthly  Conversa- 
tions with  Lunch  and  the  Humanities  Series  (which  this  year  was  "No, 
But  I  Saw  the  Movie"),  prove  that  seniors  not  only  like  to  socialize,  but  to 
learn  as  well.  Trips,  which  vary  from  race  track  to  museum,  have  be- 
come very  popular.  Members,  donors  and  others  keep  up  with  KCOA's 
many  activities  through  the  monthly  eight-page  newsletter,  The  Courier, 
1,400  copies  of  which  are  disseminated  each  month. 

KCOA's  Outdoor  Recreation  For  Seniors  is  another  model  program 
which  gets  30-40  seniors  outdoors  for  exercise  once  a  week,  be  it 
snowshoeing  or  hiking,  skiing  or  kayaking.  We  also  offer  indoor  walking 
in  winter,  where  participants  keep  track  of  their  mileage. 

Our  Administrative  Director,  Nancy  Friese,  became  our  Executive 
Director  this  year  and  has  been  hard  at  work  developing  relationships 
with  other  centers,  getting  ready  for  our  national  accreditation  and  "tend- 
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ing  to  business,"  which  she  does  so  well.  Our  members  know  that  they 
have  a  ready  source  of  information  and  a  sympathetic  ear  in  Nancy. 

We  are  most  grateful  for  the  continuing  financial  support  from  our 
nine  area  towns,  donors  to  our  annual  fund  drive,  foundation  grants,  the 
sponsors  of  our  newsletter  and  individual  clients.  Thank  you  all  for  your 
generosity!  You  will  be  receiving  an  Annual  Report  edition  of  the  Cou- 
rier early  in  February  with  more  detailed  information  than  is  possible 
here.

The  annual  fund  drive  raised  $4,000.00,  and  along  with  private 
foundation  donations  and  frugal  management,  we  were  able  to  maintain 
and  improve  operations  during  our  second  year.  We  will  continue  to 
build  new  programs  and  events  for  all  ages.

It  seems  that  everywhere  we  look  we  see  or  read  something  about 
technology  and  its  impact  on  our  lives.  Increasingly  we  communicate, 
shop,  investigate  and  learn  on-line.  During  the  past  year,  LSRVNA  has 
invested  resources  and  time  to  educate  staff  so  that  we  can  use  technol- 
ogy to  its  best  advantage  in  caring  for  patients  in  their  homes.  Since  so 
much  of  what  we  do  involves  the  healing  touch  you  might  wonder  why 
we  would  invest  so  heavily  in  technology.  Our  mission  at  LSRVNA  is  to 
provide  home  health  services  that  will  preserve  the  dignity  and  inde- 
pendence of  those  for  whom  we  provide  care.  Technology  is  one  tool 
that  supports  that  mission. 

Over  the  past  year,  we  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  preparing  for 
a  change  in  Medicare  reimbursement  going  from  a  cost-reimburse  sys- 
tem to  a  prospective  payment  system  (PPS).  This  is  the  first  major  change 
to  Medicare  since  it  was  initiated  in  1965.  Under  PPS  each  patient  must 
receive  a  comprehensive  assessment  called  OASIS,  a  questionnaire  in- 
volving over  100  questions  about  the  patient's  clinical  status,  functional 
status  and  need  for  therapy.  From  those  questions,  a  payment  for  an 
episode  of  care  lasting  up  to  60  days  is  determined.  One  of  our  major 
concerns  was  to  ensure  that  we  provided  technology  that  would  allow 
the  nurses  and  therapists  to  collect  this  information,  but  have  the  time 
needed  to  actually  provide  care  to  the  patient.  Over  the  summer,  all 
clinicians  have  been  trained  and  received  laptop  computers.  This  allows 
the  staff  access  to  the  most  up-to-date  information  on  each  patient  and 
allows  administration  to  have  the  data  necessary  for  regulatory  and  re- 
porting purposes. 

We  have  also  invested  in  state-of-the-art  technology  or  contracted 
with  other  providers  to  bring  the  latest  in  clinical  advances  to  your  home. 
As  patients  leave  the  hospital  more  quickly  or  have  operative  proce- 
dures done  on  an  outpatient  basis,  more  technology  is  needed  in  the 
home.  This  technology  enhances  patient  care,  improves  efficiency  and 
lowers  costs.  Technology  can  allow  a  terminally  ill  child  to  be  at  home 
with  his  family  or  can  allow  an  adult  needing  intravenous  therapy  to 
continue  going  to  work. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  also  invested  in  training  and  in  com- 
petency assessment  for  our  staff  to  ensure  that  their  assessment  and 
treatment  skills  are  of  the  highest  quality  to  meet  patient  needs.  We 
have  specialists  on  staff  in  the  areas  of  cardiology,  wound  care,  diabetes, 
pediatrics  and  hospice.  All  of  our  clinical  staff  and  the  support  staff  back 
at  the  office  are  committed  to  achieving  the  best  outcome  for  each  and 
every  patient  we  see.  We  are  gratified  by  the  strong  community  support 
we  receive  and  by  the  comments  on  our  care  submitted  by  patients  and 
families. 
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In  fulfilling  its  mission,  LSRVNA  provided  a  number  of  community 
benefits  for  residents  of  Merrimack  and  Sullivan  counties  in  addition  to 
charity  care  in  excess  of  $75,000. 

Administered  the  Lifeline  Personal  Response  System  for  208  indi- 
viduals. 

Provided  weekly  Parent  Child  Support  Group  sessions  for  40  fami- 
lies, including  free  child  care  and  transportation,  if  needed. 

Presented  community  education  programs  on  CPR,  first  aid,  Sud- 
den Infant  Death  Syndrome,  Caregiver  Training  and  others. 

Trained  10  new  Hospice  Volunteers  and  provided  continuing  edu- 
cation for  16  established  volunteers. 

Participated  in  community  health  fairs. 

Provided  clinical  experiences  for  12  nursing  students  and  special 
project  sites  and  internships  for  nursing,  business  and  social  work 
students. 

Provided  meeting  room  space  for  outside  groups. 

Distributed  weather  emergency  information  and  File  of  Life  kits  to 
each  patient  admitted  to  LSRVNA  services. 

Provided  medication  assistance  and  preventive  dental  care  for  needy 
children. 

Provided  storage  space  and  distributed  food  for  Kearsarge  Food 
Pantry. 

Offered  job  shadowing  opportunities  for  students  from  local  high 
schools,  technical  schools,  colleges  and  universities. 

Participated  on  the  Merrimack  and  Sullivan  County  ServiceLink 
advisory  boards. 

Provided  vaccines  free  or  at  cost  to  adults  in  the  community. 

Promoted  early  reading  by  providing  a  children's  book  to  each  child 
delivered  at  New  London  Hospital.

During  the  past  year  108  residents  of  the  Town  of  Danbury  utilized 
the  services  of  LSRVNA.  Our  Home  Care  program  provided  880  visits  to 
20  patients.  The  Pediatrics  programs  served  26  children  and  families. 
Our  Long-term  Care  program  provided  402  hours  of  care  for  10  patients. 
Influenza  vaccine  was  provided  for  48  residents  and  Life  Line  services 
for  4  residents. 

All  of  us  at  LSRVNA  thank  you  for  your  support  and  look  forward 
to  providing  home  health,  hospice  and  community  services  for  the  resi- 
dents of  Danbury  in  the  coming  year.

This  rock  joined  the  end  where  we  have  been  work- 
ing the  last  few  years  with  the  original  end  that  was  started  in  the  mid- 
eighties. 

Since  we  laid  the  first  stone,  we  have  built  walls  in  Riverdale  and 
the  Baptist  Cemeteries  that  total  approximately  2,300  feet. 

The  project  was  started  with  the  help  of  Reggy,  and  in  recent  years 
Noel,  Joshua,  Jeremy  and  Andy  have  contributed  to  the  task. 

We  continue  to  upgrade  the  condition  of  each  cemetery  and  we 
hope  you  will  continue  to  help  us  in  this  endeavor. 

Flowers  will  be  removed  around  the  2nd  week  in  November  and 
the  wintertime  wreaths  and  other  decorations  will  be  removed  during 
the  2nd  week  in  April.
